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Past and Present Methods Of 
Mining and Milling Asbestos 


By Water A. RuKeyser, B. Sc., E. M., ENGINEER 
AND GEOLOGIST 


Editor’s Note: Mr. Rukeyser has prepared for us a series of 
articles under the above title. The first of these, given below, con- 
cerns the early development in the mining of Asbestos and the 
methods of stripping the overburden. The second and third sections, 
one dealing with the Methods of Mining, the other concerning Meth- 
ods of Milling, will be published in the June and July issues re- 
spectively. We believe these articles constitute the first complete 
and authentic information ever published on the subject. 


Quite frequently the casual visitor to one of the 
present-day, large scale asbestos operations is impressed un- 
favorably with the methods of mining and milling now in 
vogue. This is especially true of one who has seen other 
large open-cut workings, be he a technical or non-technical 
man. Glancing superficially over the field he naturally 
draws comparison with such mines as those of the ‘‘por- 
phyry ecoppers,’’ the Lake Superior iron mines, the ‘‘ glory 
holes’’ of some big tonnage gold producers,—and varied 
quarrying practices in general. It is hoped to show in 
what follows just why the preponderance of the world’s 
asbestos supply is mined and treated as it is,—to point out 
the determinant peculiarities of the problem and to present 
in every day language the evolution of this phase of the in- 
dustry. 

It is true that in the great majority of cases the 
mines on the Quebee serpentine belt ‘‘just grew.’’ In 
many eases the present companies have been formed to 
take over the operations of former and smaller ones. The 
work, started by the predecessors, would then be continued 
in substantially the same manner. 

The romance of asbestos really begins with the putting 
thru of the Quebee Central Railway, tho its occurrence in 
the Province was known as far back as 1847. Legend has 
it that during the construction of the road in 1877 some of 
the workers found a ‘‘peculiar substance belonging to both 
the vegetable and the mineral kingdoms,’’—which upon in- 
vestigation proved to be chrysotile asbestos. At that time 
the uses for the material were few and those that did exist 
only involved what today is known as ‘‘erude.’’ Milled 
fibres were unthought of. So it was that instead of the 
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railway being put thru to open up the asbestos district,— 
in reality the ‘‘mountain came to Mohammed.”’ 

For fifteen years the ‘‘crude’’ continued to be of sole 
importance to the new but ever-growing industry. In 
1879 the deposits at Danville were opened up and a short

time after, those at East Broughton were located, tho not 
worked to any great extent. In 1893 or °4, after considerable 
experimentation, a method of mechanical concentration 
and extraction was devised and milling successfully inaug- 
urated. The principles involved in those primary under- 
takings are unchanged to this day and modifications. 
are for the most part refinements in mechanical detail. 

We thus find that at the beginning the asbestos de- 
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posits were discovered, located and owned by individuals 
who then formed the population of a practical wilderness. 
These, due to lack of capital and to the geology of the de- 
posits (which rendered open pit mining feasible) started 
production in a small.way and by hand methods. The as- 
bestos, literally, was to be found ‘‘at the grass roots,’’— 
and in many cases there were no grass roots. This was the 
beginning of the small open pit, a method of work which 
permitted initial production with little or no expenditure 
for plant,—no capital outlay for burdensome exploration 
or development. And to the fact that the past methods of 
mining asbestos were the result of individual ownership 
and of Nature generous in its geological offerings, are due 
the major operations which characterize a truly great indus- 
try of today. 

In the mining of asbestos,—as with all other mining 
operations,—the fundamental factor which decides the 
choice of method is the geology of the deposit. This is 
just as essentially true of the so-called ‘‘non-metallic’’ 
minerals as of the metallic. In the present case were it 
not for the fact that the deposits outcropped and were of 
the form and lithological character that they were, ex- 
pensive methods and capital outlay would have been ne- 
cessary and a general retardation of the industry probably 
effected. But in addition to the geology there are the im- 
portant other considerations of topography, climate, class 
of labor available, size of individual holdings, choice of 
plant location, amount of capital on hand for development 
and so on. A host of minor factors enter into the question 
which do not fall within the scope of the present article. 
And in the ease of asbestos, in addition to the problems 
which are common to all mining layouts, we find a peculiar 
and technically irksome factor which to a great extent in- 
fluences the handling of the rock. This is the definite 
physical properties which constitute the inherent value of 
the mineral and give especial value to the ‘‘erude’’ and 
longer ‘‘fibre.’’ It is largely due to these physical prop- 
erties that the method of handling has been evolved. 

At this point it may be interesting to give a brief 
description of the geology of the chrysotile-asbestos de- 
posits, since we have stressed this geology as being an im- 
portant factor in the course of development of the industry.

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Serpentine, the parent rock of chrysotile, is the metamor- 
phic derivative of an original or ‘‘primary’’ rock. This 
original rock, crystalline in form, is termed peridotite,— 
is associated with closely allied rocks, pyroxenite and gab- 
bro (also found in the district) and belongs with the latter 
in the same general class as the well known and commonly 
identified rock, granite. All are formed by the cooling of 
molten magmas which have welled up from great depths 
in the earth’s crust. The original peridotite, due to the ap- 
plication of high heat and intense pressure became altered, 
its crystalline minerals becoming ‘‘fused’’ into an isomor- 
phous mass. This alteration product, or serpentine, in 
turn became foliated and fissured and by a general cir- 
culation of chemically active waters thru the minute cracks 
which had formed a re-erystallization of the serpentine into 
asbestos was effected there in place. 

In later geologic time, sediments which had been super- 
imposed on the serpentine were eroded away by glacial ac- 
tion, exposing the formation and permitting the facile 
working of the deposits. For the most part where these 
are worked at the present time they are covered over only 
by surface drift left by the ice-sheets as they retreated. 
This drift forms the overburden which has to be removed 
before large-scale open pit mining can be attempted and 
thus comprises one of the chief overhead and development 
charges in the modern mining of asbestos. 

STRIPPING OF THE OVERBURDEN: We find being used 
to-day a wide variety of methods of removing the overbur- 
den from the asbestos bearing deposits. This ‘‘stripping,’’ 
we have said, is a necessary preliminary to open pit opera- 
tions, for otherwise the mill feed would become contam- 
inated, the costs of production raised and the quality of 
the product impaired. The depth of the material to be re- 
moved varies considerably thruout the district,—ranging 
from nothing (where the rock outcrops) to 30 or more feet. 
When excessive this tends-toward the application of under- 
ground mining methods,—or the total abandonment of the 
project. 

The present day methods include (1) the old and 
more primitive ones involving hand labor and slow trans- 
portation; (2) the ones intermediate between the manual 
and the entirely mechanical, and finally (3) those which in-

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volve a minimum of the human element. The choice de- 
pends upon the depth of covering to be removed, facilities 
for handling and a balance between initial outlay and op- 
erating charges. Thus at many of the mines,—and this is 
true particularly of the Broughton or ‘‘slip-fibre’’ type of 
deposit,—where the drift averages, say, but five to ten feet 
thick, a high initial investment for plant is not warranted 
and the original method employing the use of pick and 
shovel with single horse dump-cart is justified. The earth, 
possibly loosened by small charges of dynamite, is removed, 
loaded by hand and transported to a suitable dumping 
place in two-wheeled dump carts drawn by a single horse. 
These carts hold approximately a third of a cubie yard and 
from thirty to fifty loads can be handled per ten hours 
over a three hundred foot haul. This work is often con- 
tracted for on a cubic yardage basis,—the measuring up of 
the work done and the following remuneration being based 
upon usual survey methods. Light cars running over 
easily movable track has at times been substituted for the 
carts,—but this modification is no-where in use today due

have been employed where too many boulders are not en- 
ecountered,—but are only economical for short hauls and 
have seldom been found to be practicable in this connection. 
In the second, or semi-mechanical, class of methods at

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present employed in removing the overburden we find the 
use of the cableway, a description of which follows under 
a later heading. This is employed w".ere the work is of 
suffciently large scale to warrant tirst cost and upkeep, 
with enough material within the length of the span and 
within reaching distance of the cableway to justify each 
set-up and removal. The earth is excavated and loaded 
into the boxes by hand. 

Where the overburden assumes a thickness of over 
fifteen feet, and the area to be stripped is sufficiently large, 
—it is no longer economical to remove by manual labor,— 
and even tho the bank be worked in two or more benches, 
it is generally found advisable to employ more advanced 
methods. In such cases the steam shovel has found its best 
application as a high bank is a sought-for condition in such 
operations. Comparatively small, revolving-type shovels 
are used in this work,—the first ones employed running on 
standard gauge railroad track, the later types being of 
traction or caterpillar propulsion. The last, for reasons of

flexibility and freedom from track expense, are to be pre- 
ferred. The shovel excavates and loads the material di- 
rectly into dump ears holding three or four cubic yards. 
The dipper may handle one to two yards of earth at a scoop 
and the work done for the shift total three to four hundred

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cubie yards of earth removed. The cars are assembled into 
trains and hauled by small contractors’ locomotives to the 
dump. 

The latest method to be adopted consists of hydraulic 
excavation and transportation. This is essentially a large 
seale operation necessitating the installation of substantial 
equipment involving a big initial investment and high de- 
gree of engineering skill. One of the large producers has 
within the past year contracted for the removal of several 
hundred thousand eubie yards of drift. A large and highly 
efficient pumping plant had to be installed which supplies 
water thru a pipe-line to high pressure nozzles or ‘‘moni- 
tors.’’ The soil, after being loosened by the monitor, is 
carried by the water thru a second pipe-line to a suitable 
point of discharge. Water is pumped from the Thetford 
River for the purpose. This method constitutes the last 
word in refinement and efficiency for the stripping of 
deep banks over large areas,—but difficulty may arise un- 
der freezing conditions. 

By any one or combination of the above methods, the 
overburden is removed from the deposit which is to be 
worked. This stripping is carried on sufficiently in ad- 
vance of mining operations and beyond the limits of the 
pit to prevent the admixture of the millfeed and the soil. 
Stripping, as has already been pointed out, is necessary 
only to open pit operations. Where the depth of overbur- 
den becomes excessive,—or where suitable dumping facili- 
ties are not available as in the case of restricted holdings,— 
underground methods must be adopted if the deposit is to 
be worked. In every case the stripping of the asbestos 
bearing rock constitutes a burdensome charge on every ton 
of rock mined and forms probably the largest item for 
“‘dead work’’ in the development of the pit. 

We have pointed out that in the past it had been a 
fundamental matter to get into the fibre-bearing rock as 
cheaply and as quickly as possible. It was practical and 
feasible to do this. So it was that in the beginning a na- 
tural line of least resistance, coupled with the fact that in 
most cases the original owners themselves were the operat- 
ing heads, dictated the opening up of the asbestos de- 
posits by means of small open pits. Next month we shall 
attempt to describe in some detail these operations.

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Editorial Comment 


Some few days ago a gentleman, who formerly lived 
in Cuba, stopped into our office with some samples of As- 
bestos, which came from near Trinidad, Cuba. His 
family had lost everything in the Spanish American War 
and were now scattered, but still owned about 800 acres of 
land near Trinidad, part of it being up in the mountains. 

In the hilly part of the estate large quantities of this 
Asbestos could be found, and it appears that the region 
could be reached rather easily from the coast, which was 
not very far from the deposits. 

Of course the Asbestos he showed us was Amphibole, 
and it is doubtful whether anyone would accept it as a gift. 
But it set us to thinking of the vast quantities of Amphi- 
bole to be found in all parts of the world, and particularly 
in the United States, for which very few uses can be found. 

At present practically the only real purpose to which 
Amphibole is put is for use as filtering, and while this use 
may develop into quite a sizable business, there surely 
should be a wider application of Amphibole to the arts 
and sciences. 

We predict that some day, somebody is going to 
invent, discover, or stumble upon some use for this species 
of Asbestos, which will make that somebody’s fortune. 


An extensive survey of the soft coal industry thru- 
out the country leads disinterested observers to believe 
that the price of soft coal is lower than it will be in Oc- 
tober next, in fact, the bituminous coal trade seems to have 
touched bottom and prices will appreciate from now on. 

The definite reason for this assumption of higher prices 
in the summer and fall is the marked difference in output 
between last year and this, and present production is so 
much below last year as to not only absorb the excess of 
last year’s production but is also calculated on a part time 
operation of all of our industries which use soft coal. 

At this time in 1920 the output of soft coal in the 
United States was in excess of 10,000,000 tons a week. For 
the third week in March output was 6,468,000 tons. 


One of the best examples of business co-operation on 
a large scale that has come to the publisher’s notice is that 
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of the Western Farmers Organizations who have adopted a 
majority attitude of marketing their grain crop. At the 
previous meeting a Grain Marketing Committee of Seven- 
teen was appointed and this committee recommended the 
compulsory pooling of grain in an effort to control the 
marketing of this important crop and to return to the 
farmer more money per bushel. 

Grain growers from twenty-three states were rep- 
resented by 107 delegates and a strong effort is being made 
to create what a Kansas speaker called ‘‘a 100 per cent. 
compulsory grain pooling.’’ If this movement develops aec- 
cording to the ambitious plans of its organizers it will be- 
come the largest single example of co-operation in market- 
ing in the world, handling annually many hundreds of mil- 
lions of dollars worth of grain grown on American farms.

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The State of the Market 


Crudes and Fibres: 


Canadian and Arizona production is practically sus- 
pended. Stocks are not large and it is manifestly the in- 
tention of the mine operators to hold down production un- 
til demand revives. 

The European market had been absorbing some part 
of the quantity of fibres not required in the United States 
but conditions in England today are such that no demand 
for raw stuffs exists. 

Prices have remained stationary with no buyers. 

85% Magnesia: 

Some slight demand is noted in certain territories with 
aggregate quite small. 

Prices have softened a bit but since 85% Magnesia did 
not rise in price with other commodities in 1919-20 (See 
page 4) it cannot be expected to fall in proportion to some 
of the over inflated raw materials. 


Textiles: 


Much better call for brake linings and packings is 
noted. Electrical stuffs, mantle yarns, and other fine 
goods are without call. 

With improvement in brake linings and packings the 
tonnage manufacturers will benefit. 

It looks much better. 

Paper and Millboard: 

As we go to press (May 2) the manufacturers are feel- 
ing much more cheerful than was the case three or four 
weeks ago. 

A month ago the market was not only dull—it was 
dead. 

Now some signs of life are noticeable and unless the 
building trades tie every thing up with strikes the demand 
for paper and board should improve. 


Shingles : 


This market follows new residence building and F. W. 
Dodge Company reports that class of business at about 50% 
of normal. Asbestos shingles are about holding their share 
of the market.

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Filing of Mining Claims on 
Indian Reservations 


Now that deposits of magnesite, gypsum, limestone 
and Asbestos are open to location, our readers will be in- 
terested in reading the regulations for the location of such 
claims. They read as follows: 

‘*Mining claims may be located by such citizens in the 
same manner as mining claims are located under the min- 
ing laws of the United States: Provided, That the locators 
of all such mining claims, or their heirs, successors, or as- 
signs, shall have a preference right to apply to the Secre- 
tary of the Interior for a lease, under the terms and con- 
ditions of this section, within one year after the date of the 
location of any mining claim,and any such locator who 
shall fail to apply for a lease within one year from the date 
of location shall forfeit all rights to such mining claim: 
Provided, further, That duplicate copies of the location no- 
tice shall be filed within sixty days with the superintendent 
in charge of the reservation on which the mining claim is 
located, and that application for a lease under this section 
may be filed with such superintendent for transmission 
thru official channels to the Secretary of the Interior.’’ 

The Engineering & Mining Journal, in commenting on 
the Indian Appropriation Act ,says that it is understood 
most of the claims on Indian Reservations thought to con- 
tain asbestos had been previously located under the subter- 
fuge ef prospecting for iron. Considerable protest is 
reaching the Department of the Interior in this connection 
and it is not unlikely that an investigation will be made 
with the purpose of ascertaining if there has been discrim- 
ination against prospectors who were careful to observe the 
law with regard to operations on these Indian Reservations. 

The Arizona Bureau of Mines has on file copies of all 
bills pertaining to the Act, and offers to answer any in- 
quiries concerning the procedure to be followed by anyone 
who wishes to prospect for or secure leases upon deposits 
of metallic minerals or the four non-metallic, viz: mag- 
nesite, gypsum, limestone or asbestos. 

Curiously enough the amendment to the Indian Ap- 
propriation Act permits the mining of the above men- 
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tioned minerals only, coal, oil, gem minerals and other non- 
metallic originally thought to be covered by this amend- 
ment, not being included. See our Arizona correspon- 
dent’s remarks on page 38, further concerning the opening 
of these Indian Reservations. 


April 9, 1921 issue of the India Rubber Journal on 
pages 19 and 20 contains some interesting data on the 
World’s Production & Consumption of Asbestos. 

The information is obtained from the Imperial Mineral 
Resources Bureau and will form a part of the Annual Vol- 
ume on the Mineral Resources of the British Empire and 
Foreign Countries, shortly to be published. 

Of particular interest is the table contained in the 
article giving the World’s Production of Asbestos for the 
years 1913 to 1919 inclusive. For the benefit of our 
readers we print it below:

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News From Mining Centers 


Arizona. 


General activity has been very greatly reduced in the 
Arizona field, owing to the universal dullness in business, 
none of the smaller mines and prospects are being worked 
now and prospectors have given up looking for Asbestos, 
but are trying to start a livelier boom. 

A. B. Shutts, formerly manager of the American Ores 
and Asbestos Company, is on his way from Globe, Arizona, 
to the East, traveling the entire distance in automobile, as 
the works are definitely closed and the remaining ma- 
chinery, equipment, ete., are now under the supervision of 
H. E. Hacker, the manager of the Regal Mine. 

All the copper mines in the Globe and Miami districts 
are closed down for an indefinite period, ‘‘The Old Dom- 
inion,’’ ‘‘Inspiration,’’ ‘‘Miami Copper’’ and ‘‘Ray Con- 
solidated’’ having stopped operation on April Ist. The 
only mine in the district still working is the ‘‘Superior and 
Boston,’’ and this for the reason that they have found 
some high grade silver and also some asbestos, which out- 
crops within about 100 yards of their office building. 


The limestone containing serpentine and asbestos is, 
at the point of discovery, about 12 feet thick and diabase 
shows on both the foot and hanging walls. A shaft of 
some 20 feet has been sunk and while the fibre uncovered 
at the beginning was quite harsh and brittle, it has some- 
what improved with depth. It is the intention of the Com- 
pany to do some work on this ledge from one of the lower 
levels of the mine and Mr. Drummond, President of the 
Company, has recently made a visit to the Regal Mine to 
study the occurrence of the asbestos bearing strata there, 
as well as to familiarize himself with the process of mining, 
extracting and preparing the fibre for the market. It is 
quite unusual that high grade silver, copper and asbestos 
are being found in the same mine and the development of 
this property is being followed with more than usual 
interest. 


The Regal Mine is preparing to ship two carloads of 
Asbestos East, containing nearly 60 per cent Crude No. 
1 and 40 per cent Crude No, 2. Most of the product of the 
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Regal Mine is going abroad, as European Asbestos Textile 
Plants are willing to pay a premium on account of the ex- 
cellent qualities of the fibre. 

Prospecting of Asbestos on the Indian reservation has 
been nipped in the bud, as it was first published that the 
reservation should be thrown open for the location of As- 
bestos claims on April 15th and that anybody attempting 
to do so before that date either would have no valid claim 
or might even be considered as a trespasser. However, 
when a long procession of would-be locators and prospec- 
tors started from Globe in automobiles—and they pressed 
everything into service, from a Ford to a Marmon—at ex- 
actly one second after midnight of April 14th, they learned 
upon arrival at the famous Bear Canyon that somebody 
had been there ahead of them who did not interpret the law 
as it was generally understood, but had private informa- 
tion from Washington that Asbestos location in the Indian 
reservation was legal since March 3rd. 

Australia. 

Mr. Herbert Soanes, of Perth, Western Australia, an 
Asbestos Specialist, who styles himself an ‘‘ Australian As- 
bestos Pioneer,’’ has consented to send us from time to 
time news of the Asbestos Industry in that country. 

In a recent letter he tells us that the quantity of 
Crude Chrysotile produced in Australia is quite negligible, 
and it is his belief that such a condition will prevail until 
a really strong Australian Asbestos mining development 
and manufacturing company has been established. 

The principal difficulty encountered is the lack of 
knowledge, on the part of the Australian capitalist, of the 
Asbestos business, which makes it necessary to look to for- 
eign capital for a lead. If foreign capital takes the ini- 
tiative, there is little doubt but that Australia will follow. 

Mr. Soanes has the ‘‘concentrates’’ of about thirty 
years of investigatory and field work in his possession, and 
should any of our readers be interested in the development 
of the Australian Asbestos field, will be glad to have their 
communications. Mr. Soanes business address is 28 Weld 
Chambers, Perth.

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that country during the year 1920, it is interesting to note 
that Asbestos is included in the list but no production 
listed. Evidently while Asbestos is found in Tasmania, 
little is being done toward working the deposits. 

China. 

We of the Western Hemisphere do not realize condi- 
tions existing in the far east. 

China like the United States is divided into States or 
Provinees and has Ministers representing Commerce, Mines, 
ete., but these ministers do not function outside of certain 
areas and while you might be granted absolute power to 
travel and prospect in any part of the Republic you desire, 
in doing so you would be at the mercy of numerous bands 
of robbers. These robbers have their set districts and con- 
stitute themselves a sort of Internal Revenue Collector, col- 
lections usually being made on pain of death. Also, the 
Chinese Government practically demands that fifty-one 
per cent of the stock of any enterprise be held in China by 
Chinese, and any foreigners working concessions have to 
put up the capital and trust in the government being stable 
long enough for them to at least ‘‘break even.’ These con- 
ditions together with famine, lack of rail transportation, 
and uneertain water routes, combine to hold up develop- 
ment of the country’s natural resources. 

There are three Asbestos districts in China. In Mon- 
golia two Asbestos fields are known, but neither is being 
worked at present. 

The Chihli District in North China is reached by rail 
thru Soochow and Nanking to Peking. From Peking there 
is a two days rail trip and then transportation by the hon- 
orable mule for forty-seven miles. The Chihli district in- 
cludes eleven mining districts and comprises about thirty- 
three square miles of Asbestos bearing rock. The district 
is very mountainous and the quarrying method is employed. 
The Asbestos found is of good grade and well adapted for 
spinning and paper stocks. The work on the deposits is 
done on a contract basis and the Chinese coolie is satisfied 
if he can earn about twenty cents a day. Machinery at 
present is not a factor and therefore large quantities of 
Crude can be produced by the mere addition of several 
hundred coolies. The Miners quarry the rock and deliver 
it to the mill on a lower level, then being paid for the 
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amount of material they deliver. 

The Shensi Province Field is reached by boat, or 
rather by boats, first a large river steamer, then two smaller 
boats, and finally a house boat, the trip on the house boat 
taking three days, after which there is a five mile walk over 
a rough trail, and last, chairs over the mountains. The dis- 
trict comprises six ranges of mountains, only one of which, 
the Chenping, has been worked. The method of mining in 
this district is that of tunnelling. The material secured is a 
good grade of Chrysotile, well adapted for textile and kin- 
dred work. 

In this same province we have the Sze-Tzu-Ping 
Range, but material found here is very harsh and prac- 
tically valueless from a manufacturing standpoint. 

Just a word as to the milling processes. The milling 
operation consists of crushing, screening and fanning. The 
crusher is a large circular stone revolving on a flat surface 
by mule or coolie power. 

The screens are made from bamboo, graduated to cer- 
tain mesh and are used to grade the crushed stock. These 
sereens are extremely crude but seem to function fairly 
well. They are run entirely by coolies, who push them back 
and forth on a frame. Two screens only are necessary to 
make the gradings used. 

The fans are made from bamboo and cloth, a piece of 
the latter material being tacked to the bamboo and when in 
service power is transmitted to them by coolies. The fans 
are used to blow the sand from the fibres, after which they 
are recrushed, screened and fanned again. 

There are several Asbestos textile factories in China, 
all carding and spinning being done by hand. The yarn 
is extremely coarse and of low tensile strength. They 
weave a pure cloth however, but, unfortunately, it is not 
woven close enough for chemical separation work. 

Paper is made by the flotation process, using natural 
soda. Large pits are dug and the Asbestos saturated with 
water, then hauled out and rolled. The roller used is run 
by overshot water wheel and is extremely crude. After 
being rolled the stock is laid on the ground or hung up to 
dry. Sheets of various thicknesses are made by this pro- 
cess but, naturally, are far from being smooth or true to 
size.

(Without prejudice, we reprint this article which appeared 
in Printers’ Ink of issue April 7th, 1921. It gives, very clearly, 
one view of a problem with which practically all asbestos and 
magnesia manufacturers are confronted.—The Editor.) 

Editor of Printers’ INK: 

We are confronted with a marketing and distribution 
problem. Our products are now sold to plumbing supply 
houses as well as to plumbers direct. This often causes 
friction between the jobbers and ourselves for reasons 
which you can well understand. 

So we are contemplating marketing our products 
through the sole medium of the jobber and to support the 
jobber in his selling efforts by means of intensive direct-by- 
mail campaigns. 

What do you think of the plan? Would it simplify our 
distribution problem? Would it be possible for us to cover 
as much ground (which, of course, means selling at least as 
much) as before? 

Would you advise giving exclusive territory to job- 
bers? If not, what would you do in a case where several 
jobbers are located in the same city—and selling to the same 
plumbers? How would you, without duplication, back up 
the efforts of each of these jobbers? 

Any suggestions and advice which you might give us 
certainly would be appreciated.

The Answer:

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the jobber entirely, it sold direct in New York City and 
later throughout the New England territory. 

When the manufacturer successfully sells in both 
ways, he must have a strongly entrenched product. It is 
usually so well advertised and in such insistent demand 
that occasional jobber antagonism is of no serious conse- 
quence. As a general thing, though, most manufacturers 
find it difficult to sell both the jobber and the retailer in the 
same field and keep them both satisfied. 

We imagined this must be the situation in the plumb- 
ing supply industry also, but not being sure, we submitted 
Mr. Halpern’s inquiry to a manufacturer who has achieved 
notable success in this industry, although with a product 
not competitive with those of the National Asbestos Manu- 
facturing Company. Here are this man’s comments, 
greatly condensed : 

‘*When our company started business, it cast its lot 
with the jobber, dealing exclusively with jobbers of plumb- 
ing and heating supplies, and certain manufacturers of 
boilers and radiators. The distributor of our product in 
turn sold it to the steam-heating contractor, who is our ul- 
timate customer. 

‘*By a national advertising campaign definitely tied 
up to the jobber, as well as to the contractor, we have 
greatly stimulated the distribution of our product. Each 
month our customers receive broadsides of our advertising, 
occasional sales letters, and it is the function of our sales- 
men to address the Saturday and Monday morning confer- 
ences of jobber salesmen, who are also reached each month 
with a letter or bulletin. 

‘*T do not see how a manufacturer can live in the heat- 
ing and plumbing industry if he sells to both jobber and 
plumber. He must either fish or cut bait. 

**Tt is absolutely essential to avoid giving an exclusive 
agency to a jobber. The manufacturer should play ball 
with each and every jobber and maintain a classification 
based upon the volume of sales and the amount of the co- 
operation received from the jobber by the manufacturer. 

‘‘Of course it frequently happens that the jobber gets 
a big head and believes that he should sell everyone in his 
territory, including the other jobbers. To acquiesce in this 
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request is to sacrifice the benefit of having 2,400 jobber 
salesmen, all of whom call on plumbing and steam-heating 
contractors and sell over and over again the product of the 
manufacturer. 

“It is frequently stated that the jobber salesman is 
merely an order taker, but it is a fact that you can galvan- 
ize him into action by showing him how much more money 
he can make for the house if he sells a particular specialty 
or product as compared with the profit from a bundle of 
soil pipe. 

‘“While it is sometimes dangerous to reason from 
analogy, you can compare the policy of the Simmons Hard- 
ware Co., which built its success on several things but pri- 
marily upon its determination to sell everyone in the town. 
When Saunders Norvall started out for himself, he adopted 
the policy of establishing exclusive jobbers. While he was 
successful, he did not begin to make the success that the 
Simmons Hardware Co. has made. 

‘*T believe, with substantial evidence to support my be- 
lief, that the establishment of an exclusive agency actually 
reduces the volume of sales by the agent, as compared with 
his sales when he is one of several persons who are selling 
the product.’’

The semi-annual meeting of the American Society of Heat- 
ing and Ventilating Engineers will be held June 14th to 17th at 
the Hotel Winton, Cleveland. 


A careful research in England showed that workers were 
most efficient on Thursday, with Wednesday a close second. The 
investigation also brought out that Saturday’s output, doubled 
to equalize the full day, was very low, in some cases less than 
75% of that on other days. Some English plants found Satur- 
day’s output so low they ceased operations on Saturdays. Fre- 
quently production gained steadily until Friday. Skilled labor 
showed a much more consistent, steady production than un- 
skilled. 


Because of the present economic situation, the Great Na- 
tional Automobile Exposition, which was to have been held at 
Basel, Switzerland, from May 28th to June 8th, 1921, has been 
postponed until February 11th to 21st, 1922. New regulations 
governing this exposition will be issued next fall. 


Over 30,000,000 squares of asphalt shingles and roll roofing 
were shipped by the manufacturers in the United States and 
Canada during 1920. 


The railroads did not receive operating revenue during 1920 
sufficient to cover operating expenses, rents, taxes, etc., neither 
did they have the resources with which to pay 6% on their in- 
vestment provided by the new railroad bill. Naturally, and log- 
ically, they cannot buy needed equipment. Consequently they 
must earn their money and arrange their finances before they 
can become a potential factor in the purchasing field. 


An exhibition representing modern progress in industrial, 
civic and educational affairs is to be held at Chicago, July 30 to 
August 14th, 1921.

Conditions in Various Markets 
Wire. 

The Standard Underground Cable Company, com- 
menting on the condition of the market in brass and cop- 
per wire, says: 

Copper has shown a slight weakening tendency in the 
last ten days, tho producers are holding at a slightly 
higher level than a month ago. Offerings by second-hands 
are light, in fact there is little copper available apart from 
producers’ hands. 

Imports are falling off, a fact which, if continued, will 
increase the effect of the curtailment of production in this 
country in which three-fourths of the large producers have 
joined. Statistically, the situation is improving, and as 
prices are already below the cost of production, for both 
copper and spelter, the probability of advances may be con- 
sidered greater than the probability of any further de- 
clines. Some of the largest users of fine sizes of brass and 
copper wire are now booking large orders for shipment over 
the second and third quarters of 1921.
